S A L V A T IO N A R M Y 


A cold wind whipped down Pennsylvania avenue, sending the 
snow drifting into doorways. 
Most of the people who ventured 
out that cold December day were bundled up in warm overcoats, 
with gloves and mufflers to protect ears and hands. But not all. 
For coming down that winter-swept street was a solitary figure. 
The lapels of his light-weight, wTorn suit coat were turned up 
over his chest and held against the bite of the wind by an 
uncovered hand that was numb with cold. His thin shoes crunched 
against the snow. 
He came to a doorway at 218 Pennsylvania 
avenue, west. He glanced at the lettering—The Salvation Army. 
Inside it was warm. There were people waiting who would help 
him. 
t 
Who was this m an? 
W hat was his problem? 
He might 
have been a transient; a stranded, bewildered soul who had lost 
the way on life’s highway. 
Yet, he knew that at the Salvation 
Army he would not be turned away. 
He might have been an 
anxious father with a sick wife or child at home and no money 
with which to get help. 
When he turned in that door, he knew 
that real help would be forthcoming. 
He might have been so 
many tilings—sick, hungry, cold, lost. 
Regardless of what his 
problem, there were gentle, understanding people waiting inside 
to help him, encourage him, get him started on a new road. 
How many such cases does the Salvation Army receive? 
From October 1, 1042, to October 1, 1943, this organization'helped 
305 families—W arren county families. 
It gave groceries, includ­ 
ing Christmas baskets, to 216 families—WTarren county families. 
It distributed much needed clothing to 83 families—W arren 
county families. 
In addition, it supplied to W’arren county 
families medical care, furniture, fuel and rent. 
If it had done only that, this organization would deserve the 
support of the community. 
But that’s far from all. 
It helped 
172 transients, gave 223 meals, gave clothing to 49, and saw that 
22 received lodging. 
Its Young People’s organization held 175 
meetings, attended by nearly 8,000. The Senior organization held 
705 meetings, with an attendance of nearly 20,000. 
Yet with all this activity for community betterment, the 
busy workers of the Salvation Army found time to call on 701 
families in W arren county and spend 731 hours in visitation. 
The Salvation Army is one of the organizations your con­ 
tribution to the United W ar Fund will help support. This army 
of loyal workers fights 
011 in peace and in war to make the 
world—and W arren county—a better place in which to live.

USSIA’S victorious fight­ 
ers are glorified in a new 
set of five pictorial stamps is­ 
sued by the Soviet Union. Like 
recent Russian pictorials, the 
new stamps, issued early in June, 
vividly portray Red Arm y troops 
in action against the Axis enemy.

soldiers

mine-thrower are pictui'ed on a 
yellow-brown 
30-kopek 
stamp. 
Another 30-k dark green portrays 
two women of the medical corps 
carrying a wounded, bandaged 
soldier from a gun emplacement 
while a shell bursts nearby, and 
a third 30-k value in deep green 
depicts a young scout guiding a 
soldier to a hidden giant enemy 
gun. Two 60-k values are includ­ 
ed in the set, one, a bright blue, 
portraying a sniper, wearing a 
white hood and crouching be­ 
neath a snow-covered evergreen, 
as he draws a bead on the enemy.

The Warren schools in cooperation with the Penn­ 
sylvania State College are organizing vocational eve­ 
ning classes in ferrous metallurgy and petroleum re­ 
fining. 
Registration for these courses will be held at 
the Warren High School between the hours of seven 
and nine o’clock tonight. 
The specific purpose in cond 
is to equip workers for more effe 
occupations during the present c 
for post-war industrial plans and 
understanding and appreciation of 
ing industrial practices. 
These courses are open to all men or women em­ 
ployed in the steel and petroleum industries and to those 
wishing to apply themselves in those fields. It is recom­ 
mended that the students have as prerequisites high 
school chemistry^ and physics, but this will not preclude, 
however, a student not having such a background from 
studying the work. 
The first year course in ferrous metallurgy deals 
with the fundamental principles of metallurgy, such as 
chemistry, physics, pyrometry, metallurgic fuels and 
their combustions, manufacture of pig iron, malleable 
iron, wrought iron, etc., while the petroleum refining 
course does likewise in its respective field. 
The classes for the above courses will meet twice 
weekly, for sessions lasting two and one-half hours. 
Further information concerning the courses may be 
obtained from Lewis C. Cavalier, supervisor of metal­ 
lurgy extension for the Pennsylvania State College, 
who will be at the Warren High School between the 
hours of 6:30 and 9:30 this evening.

A cold wind whipped down Pennsylvania avenue, sending the 
snow drifting into doorways. 
Most of the people who ventured 
out that cold Decem ber day were bundled up in w arm overcoats, 
with gloves and m ufflers to protect ears and hands. 
B ut not all. 
F or coming down th a t w inter-sw ept street was a solitary figure. 
The lapels of his light-w eight, w orn suit coat were turned up 
over his chest and held against the bite of the wind by an 
uncovered hand th a t w as num b w ith cold. His thin shoes crunched 
against the snow. 
He came to a doorway a t 218 Pennsylvania 
avenue, west. 
He glanced a t the lettering—The Salvation Arm y. 
Inside it was warm . 
There w’ere people w aiting who would help 
him.

Who was this m an? 
W hat was his problem ? 
He m ight 
have been a transient; a stranded, bewildered soul who had lost 
tile way on life’s highway. 
Yet, he knew th a t a t the Salvation 
A rm y he would not be turned aw ay. 
He m ight have been an 
anxious father with a sick wife or child a t home and no money 
w ith which to get help. 
W hen he turned in th a t door, he knew 
th at real help would be forthcom ing. 
He m ight have been so 
m any tilings—sick, hungry, cold, lost. 
R egardless of w hat his 
problem, there were gentle, understanding people w aiting inside 
to help him, encourage him, get him started on a new road. 
How m any such cases does the Salvation A rm y receive? 
From October I, 1042, to October I, 1943, this organization'helped 
305 fam ilies—W arren county families. 
It gave groceries, includ­ 
ing C hristm as baskets, to 216 fam ilies—W arren county fam ilies.

Yet with all this activity for com m unity betterm ent, the 
busy w orkers of the Salvation Arm y found tim e to call on 701 
families in W arren county and spend 731 hours in visitation.
